SIGMOND’S  SPECIFICATION. 

TO  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE  PRESENTS  SHALL  COME,  I,  Joseph 
Sigmond,  of  Bath,  in  the  County  of  Somerset,  Surgeon  Dentist,  send  greeting. 

WHEREAS  His  most  Excellent  Majesty  King  George  the  Third  did,  by  His 
Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  bearing  date  at  West- 
5  minster,  the  Twentieth  day  of  November,  in  the  forty-first  year  of  His 
reign,  give  and  grant  unto  me,  the  said  Joseph  Sigmond,  His  especial  licence 
that  I,  the  said  Joseph  Sigmond,  during  the  term  of  years  therein  mentioned, 
should  and  lawfully  might  use,  exercise,  and  vend,  within  England,  Wales, 
and  the  Town  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed,  my  Invention  of  “  A  Preservative 
10  Lotion  and  Dentrifice,  called  British  Imperial  Lotion  and  Dentrifice,  for 
Preserving  and  Beautifying  the  Teeth  and  Gums;”  in  which  said  Letters 
Patent  there  is  contained  a  proviso,  obliging  me,  the  said  Joseph  Sigmond, 
by  an  instrument  in  writing  under  my  hand  and  seal,  to  cause  a  particular 
description  of  the  nature  of  my  said  Invention,  and  in  what  manner  the  same 
15  is  to  be  performed,  to  be  inrolled  in  His  Majesty’s  High  Court  of  Chancery 
within  one  calendar  month  after  the  date  of  the  said  recited  Letters  Patent. 

NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  in  compliance  with  the  said  proviso,  I,  the  said 
Joseph  Sigmond,  do  hereby  declare  that  my  said  Invention  is  described  in 
the  mamier  following,  viz* : — 

20  My  British  imperial  lotion. — Willow  bark  of  six  years  growth,  Peruvian 
bark,  two  pounds  of  each,  bruised  small,  soaked  twenty-four  hours  in  Clifton 
waters,  distilled  twice  with  twenty-four  gallons  of  the  same  water ;  Turkey 
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gum,  myrrh,  gum  lac  seed,  of  each  two  pounds ;  gum  mastick,  half  a  pound ; 
ambergrease,  one  ounce,  buised  small,  and  dissolved  in  three  gallons  Riga 
balsam  and  three  gallons  rectified  spirits  of  wine,  in  a  gentle  heat  for  a 
fortnight;  to  let  it  settle  a  month,  strained  off  very  clear,  and  diluted 
gradually  with  the  above  distilled  composition  of  bark,  added  a  sufficient  5 
quantity  of  the  best  Spanish  honey  of  roses,  and  kept  in  glass  vessels  adapted 
for  the  purpose. 

My  British  imperial  dentrifice. — The  root  of  water  dock,  orris  root, 
willow  bark,  well  preserved  and  dried,  of  each,  ten  pounds ;  magnesia,  ten 
pounds ;  Dutch  rose  pink,  six  pounds ;  dragons  blood,  half  a  pound ;  bole  1 0 
arminiac,  twenty-four  pounds,  levigated  ;  every  ingredient  pulverized  separately  ; 
two  drams  oil  rhodium,  mixed  together  in  a  vessel  adapted  for  the  purpose, 
and  sifted  through  three  different  sieves,  and  kept  stopped  close  for  use.
